"biblia" — which mans little books. It is 
a library spanning twelve centuries from 
1000 B.C. to the early years of the second 
century A.D. It includes more than sixty 
different kinds of writing.

PROFILE OF THE WEEK H,GH SCHOOL ROUND UP

Ever wonder why Agawam has one of the finest Park and 
Recreational Programs in the area? No, its not because 
Agawam appears to be the center of the universe. Nor is the 
reason being that Agawam is the so-called “promised land.” 
But the fact of the matter is, an unsung, energetic, fellow 
named Jack Kunasek happens to beat the helm of this town’s 
ever expanding Park and Rec program. 

Jack Kunasek has held the post of P & R director since 
July. 1969. When he first took over his new. position, 
Agawam's P & R activities were rather limited. The town 
had virtually no equipment and a very modest P & R budget 
of $22 thousand. Through the efforts of Kunasek and coun¬ 
tless individuals in Agawam, P & R now has equipment, 
machinery, and a budget of $200 thousand. “We also have a 
full time maintenance staff and a full time Assistant P & R 
Director,” Kunasek said. 

“The town has been willing to accept the fact that P & R is 
an important function, and the town has been very 
cooperative as far as alloting funds to the P & R Dept, as a 
self sustaining organization,” he explained. Jack pointed out 
that there will be a great need for more land in order for 
future P & R expansion. He stated that there are areas in 
Agawam now under consideration for this purpose. 




Consecutive victories 
against Minnechaug and East 
Longmeadow have put 
Agawam back into the 
Division I tournament scene, 
as the Brownies own a record 
of. 11-7, needing only one more 
victory in their final two 
games to clinch a post season 
berth. 

The Brownie’s latest cluth 
verdict was a 58-50 decision 
over East Longmeadow’s 
scrappy Spartans on Feb. 19. 
First period action saw the 
Spartans jump out to a quick 
13-6 advantage as the 
Brownies could not get un¬ 
track. Sophomore Mark 
Winnie, playing in his first full 
varsity game helped spark a 
swift Agawam comeback at 
the end of the quarter, knot¬ 
ting the contest at 14 all. East 
Longmeadow hit two quick 
buckets at the outset of the 
second frame but Agawam 
came right back to deadlock. 
“EL’s” hot shooting con¬ 
tinued, and by the 2:30 mark 
they’led by six, 26-20. Danny 
Lunden rifled, in two bombs 
from downtown bringing 
Agawam to within two. With 
only 42 seconds remaining, EL 
had the Brownies down by 
four at 30-26. A nifty 15 foot 
banker by Dave Michalak and 
Danny Lunden’s 20 foot buzzer 
hoop stalemated the battle at 
intermission, 30 a piece. 
Brownie reliables Steve Byrne 
and Tommy Quinn had cold 
shooting first halfs, but by the 
end of the night both would be 
typically instrumental to 
Brownie success. 


Each squad came out 
shooting “cold turkey” in the 
first minutes of the third 
stanza. Play was beginning to 
leave something to be desired. 
Tommy Quinn ignited the 
tempo, as the flashy guard 
went on a spree of hitting five 
shots in a row, giving Agawam 
a 40-38 at the 2:05 mark. EL 
tied it at 42-42 with seconds 
remaining, but once again 
Danny Lunden’s spinner beat 
the buzzer, giving Agawam a 
two point edge with 8 minutes 
to go. 

The Brownies reeled off 8 
straight points to take a 52-44 
margin with 5:40 left. 
Agawam could not put the 
Spartans away as their 
deliberate offense and sud¬ 
denly tough defense brought 
them back to within 52-50 with 
1:50 ticking on the clock. Steve 
Byrne’s driving layup with 
1:38 remaining put EL back 
into a four point bulge, then 
“Byrnsy blocked a Spartan 
shot following his hoop giving 
Agawam back the ball, and 
more importantly sealing 
EL’s fate. The Brownies 
started to run down the final 
seconds forcing EL to in¬ 
tentionally foul Quinn, who 
calmly sank both charity 
shots, icing the hard earned 
win. Quinn led Agawam 
scoring with 20, Lunden 
chipped in 14, and Byrnsy 
collected eight in an off 
evening for Steve. 

The Brownies bombarded 
Minnechaug 64-42 on Feb. 15 
avenging an earlier 
humiliation at the hands of the 


Kunasek proudly said the youth and adult programs have 
doubled and he cites the Agawam Athletic Association and 
the Agawam Hockey Association as Key organizations in the 
continuing success of town sports. 

When quizzed on what makes him so enthusiastic about his 
job Jack said simply, “I like to work with people, especially 
the kids. I’ve always been involved in sports at one level or 
another.” Coaching is always a pleasure for Kunasek as 
through the years he has gained vast experience in handling 
kids. At one time he was Agawam’s varsity and JV hockey 
coach, and he currently is assistant line mentor on 
Agawam's varsity gridiron. He coached Southwick’s 
American Legion squad a few years back, and now during 
the baseball months he will even umpire a game or two. 

Jack Kunasek originally comes from West Side, but he has 
resided in Agawam for most of his life. His senior year at 
Agawam was interrupted when he left its hallowed halls to 
serve Uncle Sam as the Korean Conflict intensified in 1951. 
He held the rank of sergeant in the First Marine Division, 
artillery forward observer. “I was the dummy who carried 
the heavy radio,” Jack reminisced. After receiving an 


honorable discharge Kunasek finished high school at Suffield 
Academy in 1953. Before entering as Agawam’s P & R 
Director, he gained experience in the field at the Westfield 
YMCA and Southwick Rec Center. He currently is attending 
undergraduate classes at Springfield College in Community 
Rec. 

Every winter Jack, his wife and three children take a 
vacation to Florida. His pastime is fishing, but again his 
work only permits him this hobby on occassion. Good 
humored and very-easy-to-talk-to best describe Jack. He 
always jokes about his baldness and he has a sign in his 
office which reads, “One thing about baldness, it’s neat!” 
••I'm always kidding with the kids about their long hair 
compared to my scalp,” he grinned. “I remember a couple of 
the guys on the varsity football team wanted to present me 
with a bottle of brush and comb, plus a jar of turtle wax at 
this years football banquet. They backed down because I 
already have a bottle of each,” he said while massaging his 
head. 

The burden of future P & R success lies mainly on this 
man’s shoulders, but Jack Kunasek never complains, he 
loves every minute of it!”
